Sanitary  Condition  of  the  District. 

WATER. 

The  orignal  water  supply  was  from  a  reservoir  on  the  fells,  to  the 

North  of  Windermere,  and  whilst  at  ordinary  times  this  was 
sufficient  of  late  years  there  has  teen  some  scarcity.  This  was 

first  felt  in  the  dry  Sumner  of  1910  &  1911,  ana  was  accentuated 
in  1918,  when  an  additional  source  of  supply  was  tapped  at  Ghyll 
Head,  which  supplied  a  portion  of  the  lower  end  of  the  District 
of  Lowness,  but  was  not  at  a  sufficient  altitude  to  be  of  service 
to  Windermere.  In  snite  of  this  Windermere  was  nearly  without 
water,  but  rain  came  just  in  time  in  the  middle  of  July.  In  1919 
the  water  from  the  High  Reservoir  failed  and  but  for  the  energetio 
action  of  the  Council  who  tapped  a  now  source  at  Calgarth  and 
pumoed  it  up  to  the  higher  levels,  things  would  have  been  very  baa. 
As  it  was,  many  of  the  houses  were  without  water  for  4  days,  and 
distribution  in  limited  quantities  was  made  from  oarts.  The

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Surveyor  1b  to  bo  highly  oott.  elemented  on  the  tv  ay  this  v/ater 
f cucino  vac  relieved.  The  Water  Company  ecemed  to  be  powerless 
to  do  anything,  and  had  to  ask  the  assistance  oi‘  the  Council. 

As  it  was  people  were  leaving  Winden^ero  and  otherjrgoing  else¬ 
where  who  had  intended  to  visit  the  plaoc.  For  a  District 
whioh  has  u  world  v/icie  reputation  as  a  centre  i‘or  tourists  and 
visitors,  this  was  a  veiy  serious  condition  of  affairs.  The 
v/hole  of  the  condition  v?ao  laid  before  the  i.  ini  a  try  of  Health 
at  the  time,  and.  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  through  the  ministry 
pressure  may  be  brought  to  bear  upon  the  Water  Company  to 
supply  a  sufficiency  for  visitors  as  well  as  for  the  inhabitants. 
The  supply  is  ordinarily  on  the  constant  system ,  but  during  the 
shortage  it  was  considerably  curtailed  for  eon.c  weeks. 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  good,  though  as  the 
reservoir  emptied  last  year  it  deteriorated.  It  is  soft  but 
has  no  pi turbo solvent  action. 

Elvers  &  dtreame.  There  is  vory  little  pollution  but  the  County 
Council  Inspector  has  not  drawn  attention  to  any  serious  condition. 
Drainage  &  Sewereg e  There/  is  &  system  of  rain  water  drains, 
separate#  from  the  sowers,  which  discharges  into  streams. 

There  ar-  two  sewage  disposal  works  at  present,  one  for  the 
larger  part  of  Winden.ere  .at  Best: ire,  and  the  remainder  is  dealt# 
with  at  Braithwaite  Fold:  those  have  not  been  quite  adequate  and 
a  now  scheme  of  settling  tanks  and  bacterial  filters  was 
inaugurated  in  1914,  but  the  war  stopped  completion.  This  is 
situated  at  Tbwer  V/ood,  4j-  miles  bouth  of  Bownass,  unci  is  complete 
except  for  filtering  media.  As  noon  as  this  is  obtained  an 
exoolient  oystar  will  be  inaugurated  and  wi XI  be  sufficient  to 
meet  all  demands.

It  is  efficient  and  the  refuse  is 
disposed  on  two  tips,  one  for  Windermere  and  one  for  Bowness, 
end  is  free  from  nuisance.  Disinfecting  powder  is  utilised 
after  clearance.

HOUSE  REFUSE. 


ihe  Collection  and  removal  of  house  refuse  in  the  B  own  ess 
Ward  was  carried  out  very  satisfactorily  by  the  Council's 
own  horse  and  cart,  The  collection  and  ronoVal  in  the 
Windermere  Ward  was  let  by  Contract. 

The  total  amount  of  refuse  collected  amounted  to  2,637 
cai't  loads,  of  which  total  1.683  loads  cod©  f ran  tiB 
Winders or 6  Ward  and  959  loads  from  the  lowness  Ward. 

The  main  portion  (490  loads)  of  the  Bov/nesa  Ward  refuse 
was  disco sed  of  in  the  old  Brai thwaite  Fold  sand  pit,  381 
loads  v?ero  tipped  on  the  low  lying  ground  at  Eovmees  Bay 
and  were  ir  :n  edxntely  covered  with  soil  and  turf,  The 
remainder  (83  leads)  was  tipped  to  fill  up  the  depression 
at  the  lavatory  site  at  the  foot  of  New  Hoad. 

The  refuse  froi,  the  Windermere  Ward  was  for  the  main  Part 
(1467  loads)  tipped,  on  the  Rayngg  Estate  to  fill  up 
depressions,  The  r eir aindcr  (216  loads)  was  tipped  at  the 
1 a va to  ry  s i be  a  t  the  foot  of  N ew  Ro ad . 

The  tips  were  in  all  cases ,  covered  by  workmen  in  the 
Council’s  employ  and  all  necessary  precautions  were  taken 
to  prevent  nuisances  at  open  end  of  tips. 

It  has  been  arranged  that  all  house  refuse  shall  be  re¬ 
moved  once  a  week  from.  Pits  ao  well  as  from  bins. 

In  connection  with  this  work  39  letters  and  informal 
no t i c os  were  wr l tte n .

most  of  the  privies  and  pail  closets  are  at  out-lying 
dwelling  houses  and  faros.

Ihe  above  figure  indicate  vory  clearly  the  urgent  necessity 
for  1  avatorios  in  a  holiday  resort  such  as  Windermere, 
but  the  need  is  only  partly  met  by  the  existing  buildings; 
but  will  bo  more  suitably  met  by  tho  erection  of  the 
prooosed  nev;  lavatories  at  the  foot  of  the  Hew  Hoad. 


Sewerage  &  Sewage  Disposal. 


During  the  latter  years  of  the  War  the  works  on  the 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disoosol  Scheme  were  stooped  owing  to  the 
great  shortage  of  labour,  but  these  works  are  again  in 
progress  and  are  expected  to  be  in  use  by  August  1920. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 


The-  catchment,  area  of  The  Winderr-ere  and  District  Gas  and 
Water  Company's  waterworks  is  anyone  the  Upper  Si  liar  ion 
formation  {Ccnistcn  Slates  and  Flags  )  on  the  high  fells 
to  the  Mcrth  cf  Windermere.  The  water  is  therefore  cure  and 
soft v  Iftit.il  recent  years  the  supply  has  been  abundant 
and  constant.  The  growth  of  the  District  and  the  exceptional 
dryness  of  the  sunders  of  1910  and  1911  forced  the  Company 
to  obtain  power  of  Parliament  to  construct  an  additional 
storage  reservoir..  This  they  obtained  in  1912  but  did 
not  construct 

The  soft  moorland  water  has  a  very  pronounced  corrosive 
action  on  iron  mains  and  service  Pipes  s  so  that  their 
carrying  capaci  ty  becomes  in  time  considerably  reduced. 

During  the  drought  in  August  last,  The  Windermere  and  District 
Gas  end  Water  Company's  Reservoir  supply  at  Dubbs  Road  dried 
up.  Tho  Council  obtained  an  intern' it  tent  supply  by  pumping 
water  from  a  spring  at  C&lgarth,  This  water  was  of  a  very 

good  ssKple  and  was  pumped  up  through  tho  Council  *  s  new 
rising  main  to  Cock's  House,  where  it  was  connected  to  tho 
Water  Company :  s  a. am.  They  have  now  a  sunnier- entary  auoply 
from  Ghyll  Head  Reservoir, 


DAI RISC,  COWSHEDS 


AND  ILK  CHOPS. 


There  are  19  cowkeepers  and  dairymen  on  the  present  register, 
but  two  of  the no  supniy  neighbours  only.  Four  of  the 
cowsheds  are  outside  tho  district,  and  one  dairyman  obtains 
his  supply  from  outside,  leaving  12  coxvshod3  and  dairies 
inside  the  district

There  are  two  Slaughter  houses  in  the  district.  They 
are  licenoed  from  year  to  year  and  are  visited  at  times 
of  slaughtering.  They  are  invariably  kept  clean  and 
in  good  recair. 


SCHOOLS:- 


The  Sohools*f  are  all  supplied  with  water  from  the  town’s 
mains  and  are  provided  with  sufficient  and  suitable 
sanitary  conveniences  on  the  water  carriage  system. 

The  general  sanitary  conditions  are  good.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL  ANT)  INFECTIOUS 
DI&2A33  PREVENTION i 


Two  oases  of  scarlet  fever,  two  oases  of  diphtheria,  three 
cases  of  tuberculosis,  two  cases  of  malaria  and  185  cases 
of  measles  were  notified. 

Three  oases  were  treated  in  the  hospital,  viz.:-  Two  ca3os 
scarlet  fever  and  one  case  diphtheria*  Six  rooms, 
passages  and  staircases  were  disinfected  and  five  loads 
of  bedding  were  sterilized  in  the  steam  disinfector. . 
Certified  trained  hospital  nurses  are  obtained  for  all 

cases  treated  in  the  hosoital.  The  premises  are  in  charge 
of  male  and  female  caretakers.  The  arrangements  have 
given  great  satisfaction. 


HOUSE  AC  CO. 0  "CATION . 


Plans  of  4  new  houses,  3  alterations  and  additions  to 
old  houses,  conversion  of  3  buildings  into  4  houaes  and 
one  garage,  5  additions  to  factories,  2  motor  spirit 
stores,  2  garages  and  2  temporary  buildings  have  been 
approved. 

The  Council  estimate  that  the  shortage  of  houses  in  this 
district  amounts  to  60  and  have  passed  a  resolution  to 
build  that  number,  id, T.H.i*&W3on  has  been  appointed 
Consultant  to  the  Council  and  several  schemes  are  being 
preoared  for  sites  and  layout. 

The  district  is  essentially  a  residential  area  abounding 
in  large  mansions  and  summer  residences.  i«.ost  of  the 
smaller  dwelling-houses  and  cottages  are  modern  and  well 
built.  During  the  short  holiday  season  many  of  the 
ocoupiers  of  this  better-olaos  of  cottage  property  let 
apartments  furnished,  and  so  make  the  rent. 

There  are  approximately  1,283  houses,  of  whioh  number 
650  are  let  at  rents  exoeeding  <£16,  per  annum.
